A MODERN BOX FACTORY. 


A modern box factory is that of Messrs. 
Packingcases, Limited, South Lotts road, 
Ringsend, Dublin. 

In olden days sawmills and box factories 
were run by steam engines and steam boileys, 


which were expensive. Messrs. Packingcasgs, 
Limited, have adopted the latest method of 
drive which, thanks to the Shannon scheme, 
has made electricity in sawmills a clean and 
economical method. Their factory is 
equipped with all the most modern machingry 
for box making, and each machine is driven 
by a separate electric motor. The mill is 
fitted with a suction plant, which collests 
sawdust and shavings from the various 


machines and deposits it in sacks in an out- 
side building, thereby ensuring absolpte 
cleanliness in the mill. Tlere is a consider- 
able demand for this sawdust, which is 
clean, white, and dry for bedding horses. 
The variety of work done by this firm em- 
braces virtually every trade where wood 
boxes are required, and the boxes manufac- 
tured vary in size from small vaxine boxes, 
3x 1x 4” inside measure to a case to cpn- 
tain an aeroplane 33 feet long. Facking of 
goods of every description is catered for, and 
the printing machines turn out various 
colours, designs or trade marks.

Owing to the recent tariffs imposed by | 


the Government on the importation of box- 


shooks, a special portion of the mill is set 
aside .for their manufacture. Many cus- 
tomers in the country wish to make their 
own boxes with a view of saving railway 
freight and space, and order their to cut 
to sizes tied in bundles. This is accu- 
rately carried out, and great care is taken 
that the thicknesses‘ are uniform, and that 
their box-shooks are equal to those previously 
imported. 

Large stocks of timber are held in the 
timber yard, and the product of this mill is 
quite equal to imported box-shooks. 

‘he firm employs at present about forty 
hands, and the premises extend over 34

Che Committee’s Plans. 


This very influential body of men and 
women proposes to organise a peace de- 
monstration by representatives of all 
peoples at the time of the memorial’s de- 
dication. The committee states that all 
the belligerent nations of the Great War 
have given their approval of the idea, 
and funds are about to be raised for the 
completion of the project. Mr. Connor 
tells me that the statue, which I have 
seen in the rough, will consist of an 
exedra and pedestal, surmounted by a 
winged figure of Peace facing the sea, and 
backed by an illuminated cross as the 
symbol of the Christian faith. The in- 
scription will be: “To the memory of 
all who perished in the sinking of the 
Lusitania, May 7th, 1915, and in the 
cause of universal and lasting peace, this 
monument is erected.’ The committee in- 
tends to have all the 1,195 names of the 
Lusitania victims inscribed in bronze on 
the memorial, and towards this end it 
will be glad to receive from surviving re- 
latives or friends information which will 
ensure the accuracy of the inscriptions. A 
portion of the fund will be devoted to an 
endowment for the maintenance and pre- 
servation of the monument for future 
generations.

Candles’’ Press, Dublin, writes with

“I must state clearly that the only portion 
of the production of this book which could 
not have been done by any one of three 
Dublin printing houses: which I have in mind 
(my own modest workshop excluded) is the 
production of the collotype. plates, and I, or 
any other Irish printer ith contacts in 
Leipzig or Munich, could have had these 
done abroad and delivered here for binding. 

"There are paper mills nearer home than 
Cartiera di Maslianiro. The Pastonchi type- 
face is not a “ special ” type-face as br. 
Bodkin implies, but can be bai by any 
printer possessing a monotype; as a matter 
of fact, it is already installed in one printing 
office in Dublin. The Bodoni Press are not 
the only people in Europe who can do a 
clean, decent bit of letterpress machine work, 
there are at least four firms in Dublin who 
could be depended on to produce such work 
faultiessly, if they heard the magic words 
which so rarely come to the ears of Irish 
printers, * regardless of cost.” The binding, 
neat and tasteful as it admittedly is, is in 
no way beyond the skill of Dublin crafts-

Be Local 
Appointments Commission has n virtually 
abolished. (2) Permission has been given to 
local authorities to ignore seniority in making 
promotions. A reversion has been made to 
the degrading — of canvassing for 
appointments. The great asset for a success- 
ful canvass is not what you know, but whom 
you know. 

Worse than the canvassing curse is the 
fact that junior officers, with little experi- 
ence, but big next-of-kin relationship with 
the local board, may now be promoted over 
the heads of men who have grown grey in 
the service. It is an accepted fact that 
officers of independent thought and honest 
purpose who will not kow-tow or toady to 
the local board are, in many cases, continually 
subjected to uninformed criticism, unfair dis- 
crimination and even calculated victimisation. 
These humiliating conditions would not be 
tolerated for one moment in the Civil Ser- 
vice. However, there are now some hopeful 
signs that the worms are turning. Every 
county should form its own association of 
medical officers as quickly as possible, Later 
these units can be welded into a national 
organisation which will see that justice will

In a speech which was read to his con- 
stituents, whom he is asking for leave of 
absence during the period of the expedition, 
Lord Clydesdale explained that the objects 
he and his friends have at heart is first and 
foremost to foster and promote British world 
prestige, particularly in India. He added 
that the flight over Mount Everest is the 
“only one originsl flight really worth 
while ”; every other significant part of the 
world has been flown over. He alluded to 
the danger of the attempt. not the smallest 
peril being the fact. that fifty miles 
of the flight takes the . aeroplane 
above ‘‘impossible’’ country, but said that 
he had given that evesy consideration and 
had “no wish to subject this constituency 
again to the expense and trouble of a ar 
election.” In other words, like all truly 
great adventurers, Lord Clydesdale and his 
comrades have made careful plans and, while 
recognising the perils before them, believe in 
their own ability, linked with the trustworth- 
ness of their flying equipment, te overcome 
them. 

A period of intensive training and flying 
trials must precede embarkation for India. 
Every member of the party must attain the 
pefection of physica] fitness to withstand the 
ardours of flying above the Himalayas. Aero- 
planes atid engimes must be perfectly attuned 
to the task; there will be no room for a 
Indeed, only the 
astonishing dependability attained in recent 
years by the British aero engine puts the 
enterprise within the limits of reasonable 
endeavour. i ' 

The aeroplane most obviously fitted for the 
flight is the high-flying Vickers’ ‘‘ Vespa”’ 
craft, powered with a Bristol “ Pegasus 
motor, which Mr. Uwins took to the strato- 
sphere when he set the new world’s aero- 
ba height record.

PARIS DRUG TRAFFIC 
COUP. 


éisc 
MANY MONTHS OF WATCHING 
REWARDED. 


Commissioner Priolet, Chief of the French 
Special Service Police, has brought off the 
biggest drug traffic arrest in the experience 
of the Paris police, and a haul of cocaine, 
opium, heroin, and morphia valued at 
£28,000. 

Here is M. 
Reuter :— 

‘‘On October 8th, near the St. Louis Hos- 
pital, my inspector arrested a 26-year-old 
trafficker named Grimaldi, who called himself 
a farm hand. His was a sinister harvest. 
He had & 0 grams of cocaine and 50 grams of 
heroin on him, which he said he obtained 
from a Maiseilles girl who sold wholesale in 
Montmartre. 

“ From another fellow I learnt that Marthe 
Potelin, who lived by the same St. Louis 
Hospital, was also ‘selling drugs in Mont- 
martre, and on Monday my man learned that 
she was in a café in the Rue St. Maur and 
had actually drugs on her. Within twenty 
minutes he had rushed there in a fast brigade 
ear and arrested her with, grams of 
epium which she intended to sell retail. 

‘“‘ Acting on information received, my _ in- 
spector, one hour later, arrested Matthew 
Tonelli, a 32 years old waiter, who had been 
seen to meet Marthe Potelin. 

“We were still in the dark as to where the 
main drug depot: was, but on the way to 
brigade headquarters Tonelli tried secretly to 
get rid of two keys, 

“I was hot on the trail at last. There was 
nothing in the room where he lived, ‘but I 
found another room which the two keys 
opened, a disgusting garret in the Rue des 
Recollects, 

“It was a veritable drug magazine. In 
two dilapidated suit cases were 3 kilograms, 
700 grams of heroin, cocaine and morphia, 
and 5 kilograms, 200 grams of opium, scales 
for weighing out this stuff, and dozens of 
little packetg already made up for customers 
were there. I found also a tin of powdered 
milk which Tonelli used to adulterate his 
cocaine. ) 

‘With these arrests the result of patient 
months of watching, we have dealt a stagger- 
ing blow to the Paris drug traffic.” i 

The drugs seized will be sold to hospitals 
and chemists.

the opening meeting of the 1932-35 
Session of the University Commerce Society 
last night in Trinity College. 

A paper on ‘‘Money—Yesterday and 
was read by the Auditor of the 
Society, Mr. D. Molyneux. | 

Alderman. Alfred Byrne, T.D., Lord Mayor, 
in proposing a vote of thanks to the Auditor, 
said that monetary theories were advanced 
daily by economicians of every school. Yet 
the crash had been world-wide, and theory 
hadmnot helped to mend the situation, . Evory 
piufersion and occupation had felt the gloom 
east by this cloud, which had cove the 
skies of the whole world. 

“ Prices have fallen, but manufacturers and 
businesses have to try and pay the same fixed 
costs. Hence to cut costs some labour is paid 
off and wages reduced. Labour is the class 
which buys most of the necessities on sale. 
Hence labour cannot buy so much, prices fall 
lower and businesses rock on their 
foundations.’’ 


MONEY TIED UP, 


Most countries had plenty of money legally 
tied up and useless to them. If their people 
were to prosper they must legislate anew and 
lend generously, and so help to build up 
industries. 

Mr. James Dillon, T.D., in seconding the 
motion, said that in his view one of the factors 
that had led to the present position was that 
industrialists had got into the habit of looking 
on wages and salaries as costs on production 
and putting profits in a different category. 
He was satisfied that wages should bear a 
constant relation to profit. The only way 
to protect the industrial life of the country 
was to ensure that the owner and the worker 
should jointly share in any prosperity they 
jointly produced. 

Senator Douglas, moving that the Society 
was worthy of support, said that in this 
country they seemed to be adopting the 
belief that, if they could build up a 
sufficiently high wall of protection and make 
practically’ everything for themselves, they 
wonld have a greater amount of wealth. 
There was an element of truth in that belief, 
no doubt, if they were buying from outside 
goods which they could economically pro- 
duce at home; but, if they carried the belief 
too far, he questioned if the result. would be 
to their advantage. 


WORK HARDER, SPEND LESS, 


Mr. J. C. M. Eason, seconding, said he 
did not think the chief difficulties of the 
times were monetary. His opinion was that 
they arose rather from the failure of peoples 
and nations to adjust themselves to post- 


between effort and reward; to produce goods 
af. a reasonable price, and to distribute them 
without undue restrictions. The only cure 
he could see for present economic ills was to 
work a bit harder and spend a bit less. 
What was true of the individual was true of 
a nation.

LOSS TO COUNTRY, 

Mr. Cosgrave went on to quote from the 
11igh Limes of September 29th the passage, 
from which, he said, it appeared that an 
Englishman’. purchased in Dublin eight 
yearlings at a total cost of 411 guineas, and 
sold seven for 1,690 guineas in England, 
refusing 470 guineas for the eighth. ‘‘It is 
to be hoped,” he said, “some Irish investor 
or businessman had a share in this profit. 
If not we have lost on this transaction alone 
1,700 guineas, which ought to have gone into 
circulation in various parts of the country for 
those eight animals, enabling the breeders to 
continue and possibly extend their establish- 
ments, increasing employment. There is a 
salutary lesson io be learned from this 
example, probably only one among many.” 

In the case of two countries whose mutual 
trading amounted to £60,000,000, goodéwill 
might not be exactly a marketable asset, but 


building workers, tailors, craftsmen, shop 
assistants, dockers, and clerical workers 
many have lost their empluyment. Many 
have lost employment under reasonable con- 
ditions and at good wages owing to the wit- 
less and precipitate fashion with which 
numerous new tarifis have been imposed. 

“ Can the type of employment which has 
been provided in the new factories, taken 
together, compare at all with the employ- 
ment which has been lost as a consequence of 
the increased taxation, and of the tariffs 
and the method of, their imposition? There 
is another aspect of the Fianna Fail tariff 
policy which must cause uneasiness to all whe 
are genuinely interested in industrial de- 
velopment in their State, Popular anger 
against the confusion and delay and he rise 
in prices caused by new tariffs may bring 
about a feeling against tariffs, even when 
intelligently applied.’’ 

Some of the. tariffs undoubtedly would be 
found to have justified themselves, “both from 
the point of view of the employment given 
and the value of the articles supplied to the 
consumer. Others, quite clearly, must im- 
pose a burden upon the community, and 
Seppe get upon the farmers, which must be 
ifted at the masters aithis moment. Others 
must be investiga and dealt with, due 
regard being had to the interest of the 
workers and of those who had made génuine 
investments, and of their efforts to make a 
success of their undertakings. 


FALLING EXPORTS. 


“We have now had seven months’ ex- 
perience of the economic and political policy 
of the Fianna Fail Government. True it is 
that their economic policy has been seriously 
affected by their poltical experiments, The 
conflict with Great Britain has diminished 
our cash receipts for exports close on 
£5,000.000 for the short period of three 
months. If they had not foreseen the effects 
of their dispute with the British Govern- 
ment they are not competent administrators. 
If they foreseen and were prepared to 
take the risks, then they were not concerned 
with the success of their economic policy. 
Five million pounds lost to the farmers means 
£5,000,000 loss to industry and manufac- 
turers, railroads, shopkeepers, workers. 

“ Higher tariffs on s had an attraction 
for manufacturers, provided the circulation 
of money is at least on no lower level than 
when the tariffs were low. For what a manu- 
facturer really wants is sale for his goods. 
It is no advantage tc him to know that no 
gvods similar to his manufactures are being 
imported if there is not sufficient money in 
‘circulation to purchase his goods.” 

Fianna Fail had neglected the interests of 
those who provided employment—farmers, 
industrial manufacturers and others. They 
were not satisfied with taking from them 
the means by which those now in employ- 
ment could be retained, but had gone on to 
take away any inducement to extend their 
activ:ties.

Membership of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations entitled 
the Free State to those. preferences. 


A UNITED IRELAND. 

“The frame of mind of those who are upon 
these negotiations will, we hope, be better 
than what we have heard,” concluded Mr. 
Cosgrave. ‘ Never were the words of the late 
President Griffith more cogent and prophetic 
than to-day—‘ Stick fast to the Treaty: it is 
your national need and your economic salvya- 
tion.” The negotiations are as important to 
the British as they are to us. Relatively they 
may be of greater moment to us, but we must 
not allow that consideration to weight the 
mean to our disadvantage. 

“The ultimate problem before us is a united 
Ireland. It was envisaged when the. Treaty 
was made. The whole area of our jurisdiction 
must constitute an attraction too great to be 
ignored, It is possible to do it, Are the 
members of the present administration here 
alive to the national need and economic salya- 
tion of this State?”’ 


THE KILMALLOCK AFFAIR.

MR. HAYES’S ACCOUNT. 


A description of the events which led up 
to the shouting outbreak at a Cumann na 
nGaedheal meeting in Kilmallock last Sunday 
was given. by Mr. Michael Hayes, who was 
one of the speakers at the meeting. He asked 
them to consider the events in the light of 
speeches made by Fianna Fáil leaders before- 
hand, the action of some of the Government 's 
supporters in Kilmallock and the attitude 
of the Irish Press. 

Mr. Hayes pointed out that the meeting 
was  húihoiiioilú shite days before, and went 
on to say that shortly before it started last 
Sunday a procession carrying very provocative 
banners marched round the hotel where the 
speakers were at lunch, shouting “ Up, de 
Valera.” No reply was made to these cries. 

Later, while the meeting was in progress, 
the procession again appeared. It was told 
by the Guards to halt, and when it refused 
to do so trouble broke out between the pro- 
cession and the Guards. There was then no- 
body near the demonstrators except the 
Guards, and nobody spoke to them except 
the Guards. ‘‘ That,” said Mr. Hayes, ' was 
how the row began. Members of the Army 
Comrades’ Association then went to assist 
the police, 

“ That attempt to break up a meeting,” 
he stressed, ‘“‘ was deliberate and organised, 
and the people who made the attempt were 
admittedly supporters of Mr. de Valera.” 

Mr. ayes produced the Jrish Press 
account of the affair, and pointed to the 
heading over the story, “Jrish Press Staff 
Reporter,”’ which he described as being a 
libel on the journalistic profession  “ The 
Jrish Press reporter, he observed, “ was 
presumably a working journalist, honest and 
conscientious, 3s we have always found work- 
ing. journalists to be. It is a libel. on the 
rofession to say that this report, distorted 
y the Jrish Press headquarters staff, was 
written by a staff reporter.’’ | 

Referring to the paper’s headline, ‘‘ Fianna 
Fail Procession. Held. Up: By Armed Men, 
Mr. Hayes remarked, ‘‘ One would imagine 
that the Fianna Fail procession was the 
main event in Kilmallock that day. There 
is nothing there about the mainspring of the 
trouble, which was that supporters of Mr. 
de Valera refused to carry out the instruc- 
tions of a superintendent of Civic Guards in 
uniform, and that the first blows were struck 
by Fianna Fail supporters against the 
police.”’ 

After pointing out differences between the 
account in Monday's /rish Press and a 
further account in Tuesday's issue, which, he 
said, was more subtle, relying on suppression 
of the truth, Mr. Hayes went on to refer 
to a leading article in the paper, which sug- 
gested that the “ real gravity ” of the situa- 
tion was that the Army Comrades’ Associa- 
tion took on police duties. “The real 
gravity of the situation,” he observed, ‘‘ was 
that the Army Comrades’ Association pre- 
vented a Cumann na nGaedheal meeting 
from being broken up. 

“ You only have the right to speak in this 
country with this Government in office when 
you have asserted that right in no uncertain 
manner,’’ he declared.

“WE WANT A SPEEDY 
SETTLEMENT.” 


Mr Ernest Blythe spoke of the suggestion 
that while negotiations were proceeding the 
Opposition parties should be silent, and said 
that if they knew what the Government’s 
policy. was they might agree with that view. 
As they did not know, however, whether these 
negotiations were serious or only a piece of 

itical trickery, they could not afford to 

eep silent. 

““ We must make it clear that we want a 
speedy setilement,’’ he said. '' If negotiations 
are prolonged, it will result in no better 
settlement, and it will cost the country dear.”’ 

Referring to the annuities, he said that if 
the Government continued to attempt their 
collection while the British special duties were 
still in force, they would be unable to do so. 
Many people did not have the monéy, and 
others, who benefited by the sudden mora- 
torium last June, would make their prepara- 
tions to benefit by any future moratorium. He 
thought that the moratorium was an injustice 
to those who had paid. There would be 
another moratorium undoubtedly, and that 
would be an injustice to those who paid. 

“I go further than Mr. Cosgrave,’’ he said, 
‘and say that not only should annuities not 
be collected, but those that were collected in 
June should be handed back.” Mr, Blythe 
added that any concessions which were now 
obtained in respect of land annuities should 
go direct to farmers. 

“In orderto get the best that Gan be got,’’ 
he proceeded, ' our representatives should 
make it clear that their intention is to remain 
in the British Commonwealth. Iam not clear 
that the leaders of Fianna Fail have any in- 
tention of going out, but they have remained 
vague, and thus have given encouragement to 
those who want to take the Saorstat out.” 
They should be dead against going out, for 
financial and commercial reasons, and still 
more for national reasons. If that were to 
happen new barriers would arise between the 
Free State and Northern Ireland. 

Mr. Blythe went on to deal with 
the “ peculiar and somewhat mysterious 
relations” of the Government and the Irish 
Republican Army. He could not get rid of 
the suspicion that the tenderness of the 
Government towards the Irish Republican 
Army arose from the desire of harming the 
election activities of those who were uas 
to them. It had always been the policy of 
those associated with Finna Fail to interfere 
with Cumann na nGaedheal meetings. 

“ A month or two ago,” he continued, 
“- the political situation, in my* view, looked 
sna menacing. The police were being 
effectively terrorised. It was being brought 
home to them that any policeman who inter- 
fered with an interruptor at a Cumann na 
nGaedheal meeting would suffer for it. At 
the same time the Irish Republican Army 
would not be interfered with im their posses- 
sion of arms or their drilling. 

““-H the new force that has arisen had not 

risen, I believe the position would shortly 

ve been reached when no Opposition 
weaker would have dared to criticise the

A CRITICAL CONFERENCE. 
Professor J. M. O'Sullivan, who presided, 
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said that they met on the eve of what was, 
from the point of view of this country, a 
most critical conference—a conference the 
success or failure of which could do so much 
to affect the Free State’s future Íor. at. least 
the present generation. 

“To the negotiations that are now about 
to take place we heartily wish every success, 
he went on. | 
derive a little satisfaction from the fact that 
negotiation is the method we have constantly 
advocated, the method by means. of which 
such a magnificent development of the Treaty 
[has took place in the ten years that fol- 
owed 1921. We are entitled to expect 
success from this conference. 

‘We are entitled, on behalf of the Irish 
people, to put forward a claim that no wilful 
obstinacy must be allowed to imperil the 
success of the conference. The interests—and 
not merely the material interests—of both 
countries demand that a settlement of out- 
standing matters in dispute between the two 
countries should be come to, and come to 
quickly.” 

Referring to the Gcvernment’s attempts to 
prevent independent thinking, he said that 
first they tried to ‘‘ bulldoze’’ the people 
into silent acquiescence by false charges of 
“playing Engiland’s game,” and when that 
Mí ca failed they had recourse to violence, 


attempts being made to interfere with free 


speech and to break up public meetings. 
“There can be but a sorry future for this 
country if it is going to allow itself to be 
intimidated when such grave issues are at 
stake,”” he declared.

adventure. The.region is not only barren, 
but dangerous—none of the ancient 
writers had a good word for it—and Dr. 
Frobenius was discouraged firmly, though 
kindly, by the Italian authorities. Never- 
theless, he persisted. For days he 
travelled through waterless country, far 
beyond the last military outpost ; and then 
his courage and endurance were rewarded. 
He found old places of worship, where, 
hewn or engraved in the rocks, were 
hundreds of drawings from ages that 
dwindle into the remotest mists of time. 
The drawings include likenesses of animals 
in larger than natural size, such as 
elephants, lions, crocodiles, goats and 
cattle. They reveal a high standard of 
art, and around them lay many of the 
stone tools with which they were done. 
The region was once the home of the 
Garamantes tribe, mentioned by Hero- 
dotus as a people of high culture who 
drove vehicles four-in-hand. Dr. Frobenius 
says that the ‘results of this expedition 
constitute “the biggest achievement in 
his life—so far.” Like old Ulysses, he 
thinks that some deed of noble note may 
yet be done; and his mind is busy with 
plans for his next journey.

A Dictator’s Troubles. 


Rumour held only a few weeks ago that 
the all-powerful Stalin was all-powerful 
no longer in Russia. It was announced

TWO R.A.F, OFFICERS 
KILLED 


Flight-Lieutenant Harold Claude Marett 
and Acting Pilot-Officer Adrian Kinross 
White were killed yesterday in a flying 
accident at’ Great Ponton,; near Grant- 
ham. | 
According to a communiqué issued by 
the Air Ministry, Flight-Lieutenant 
Marett was the pilot and White a pas- 
senger of a tutor aireraft of No. 3 Flying 
Training School, Grantham, which nose- 
dived and crashed to earth. Both occu- 
pants were killed instantaneously. 

This double accident brings the total 
death-roll in R.A.F.. aecidents during the 
present year to forty-five. 

Major R. W. Newton, of Grantham, on 
whose land the plane crashed, said that 
the machine seemed to go inte a spin and 
dive straight to earth. 

‘The passenger attempted to escape by 
parachute, but the ‘plane was too near 
the ground, and he crashed before the 

arachute had a chance to open. Farm 
abourers working near where the machine 
came down saw it dive into a field, and 
immediately rushed to the spot. 

“The man with the parachute was 
found dead some distance from the 
machine, and when they had dragged the 
pilot from the twisted fuselage he also 
was dead. The machine did not burst 
into flames."’

In view of the 
fact that foreign producers, as well as 
those of Great Britain and of the 
Dominions, will benefit from the rise in 
wholesale prices which these regulations 
are intended to secure, there seems nothing 
in all this or in any other part of the 
agreements to prejudice seriously the 
approaching negotiations with the Scan- 
dinavian and South American countries, 
the two groups with which it is most 
important that Great Britain should 
maintain close and pernianent commercial 
relations. 

In any case, the fuller information now 
published shows that the Conference has 
achieved a definite initial success in 
lowering trade barriers and facilitating 
economic development within the Empire. 
The extent to which development wil! 
follow must depend on the energy and 
capacity with which the producers, manu- 
facturers and traders of the Empire make 
use of their new opportunities, and on the 
removal of the political, financial and 
economic obstacles which hamper trade 
recovery throughout the world.

LARGE SHEEP SUPPLY. 


The sheep supply was nearly twice as large 
as at the previous fair, but here again prices 
showed a considerable falling off. heep 
buyers and farmers who had sheep for sale 
seemed pessimistic as to the results of the 
bounty, and there was an opinion expressed 


little value, as virtually no bacon was being 
exported. Or the other hand, there was a 
serious reaction in the Irish trade, because 
large stocks of bacon had accumulated, for 
which there has been a poor demand, on tlie 
home markets 

“This is partly due to the fact that many 
farmers are now curing their own bacon. 
Even assuming that there has been no 
shrinkage whatever in general consumption 
ths result of these home-killings is that curers 
Fave a much reduced output. 

“The Irish bacon-curing trade would have 
been very injuriously affected if the Minister 
had not given further help by way of bount 
on live pig exports. This bounty will 
encourage the clearance from the market of 
a large surplus of pigs during the next few 
weeks, and the home trade will readily 
absorb what is left. After these few weeks, 
supply and demand will regulate trade and 
producers will reap the benefit. 


CATTLE BOUNTY. 

“ With regard to cattle, the bounty was 
absolutely essential to reduce the big losses 
that would otherwise have been sustained by 
farmers.
